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JAPANESE HOSPITAL REPORT: JULY 1950 


Number of Hospitals: The average number of hospitals operating in Japan in- 
creased slightly from 3,250 in June to 3,272 this month and was currently 7 percent 
greater than the number (3,064) recorded for July last year. There were 309 tuber- 
culosis sanatoria operating this month compared with 307 last month and 295 in July 
1949. The number of mental hospitals remained the same as in the previous month 
(132), but was 8 percent greater than in the same month last year (122). There con- 
tinued to be 13 leprosaria operating in Japan. The current number of other and gen- 
eral hospitals (2,818) was only slightly higher than the average for June (2,798), 
but 7 percent above the number (2,634) recorded for July 1949. 


Bed Capacity: In the current month the bed capacity for all hospitals was 
263,200 compared with 261,630 last month and five percent above the figure (249,857) 
in July last year. For tuberculosis sanatoria, the average bed capacity increased 
slightly from 60,637 to 61,529 and was currently 13 percent above the level (54,382) 
established in July last year. The total number of beds available for tuberculosis 
patients, including those in general hospitals rose from 91,587 in June to 92,771 
in July. The current number was 20 percent greater than that (77,389) in the corres- 
ponding month last year. For mental hospitals, the average bed capacity in July was 
17,251, slightly higher than the number (17,136) in June, and 10 percent greater 
than that (15,615) in July 1949. The total number of beds available for mental pa- 
tients, including those in general hospitals, increased one percent from June 
(19,134 to 19,339) and 12 percent from July last year (17,249). The bed capacity 
of leprosaria in July (8,892) was slightly higher than last month (8,886), but 3 | 
percent less than in the corresponding month last year (9,132). .For other and gen- 
eral hospitals, the bed capacity rose slightly over last month, from. 174,971 to 
175,528, and 3 percent over the corresponding month of 1949 (170,728). Of the total 
beds available in general and other hospitals during July, 18 percent (31,242) were 
for tuberculosis patients, the same proportion as.in the two preceding months, but 
higher than the 13 percent so reserved in July 1949. One percent .of the beds 
(2,088) continued to be reserved for mental patients, ; Be! 

In-Patient Load; The average daily in-patient load for all hospitals in July 
(201,831) increased 4 percent above the number (194,233) for last month, and 23 per- 
cent above the average (163,958) for July last year. The number of in-patients in 
tuberculosis sanatoria rose 2 percent from 55,817 to 56,871, and was more than one- 
fourth greater than the corresponding figure last year (44,832). The total number 

of tuberculosis in-patients, including those in general hospitals was 89,177, an in- 
crease of one percent over the June average (87,997) and was currently more than 30 
percent greater than the average (67,772) recorded for July 1949. For mental hospi- 
tals, the in-patient load increased two percent from a daily average of 15,647 last 
month to 15,974 this month, The current figure was one-fourth greater than the .cor- 
responding average (12,800) for July last year. The total number of mental in- 
patients including those in general hospitals, also increased two percent, from last 
month (17,457), and 26 percent from July of last year (14,215), to 17,890 currently. 
The average daily in-patient load for leprosaria was 8,697 currently compared with’ 
8,636 previously and 8,373 in July last year. During July, the average daily in- 
patient load in geneval and other hospitals was 120,289, an increase of 5 percent 
over the June average (114,133), and 23 percent above the corresponding figure 
(97,953) last year, va 


Qut-Patient Load: For July, the average daily number of out-patients for all 
hospitals was 350,567, seven percent above the average for both last month (328,203) 
and July last year (326,280). The out-paticnt load for tuberculosis sanatoria was. 
currently (5,216) about the same as last month (5,210), but was six percent greater 
than in July 1949 (4,913). Out-patients for mental hospitals increased by six per-= 
cent from a daily average of 558 in June to 590 this month, The current figure was 
nearly 50 percent above that for July 1949 (399). There was a daily average of 14 
out-patients for leprosaria during July compared with 16 last month and 20 in the. 


corresponding month last year. The number of out-patients.for general and other hos~. 


pitals increased seven percent from 322,419 in the previous month to 344,747 in the 
current month, and in the same proportion from 320,948 in July last year. 


Bed Occupancy: The daily bed-oecupancy ratio in total hospitals inereased for 
the sixth consecutive month. The current ratio was 76.7, an inerease of three per 
cent over the figure (74.2) recoréed last month and 17 percent greater than the | 
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ratio (65,6) ‘in July last year. Morc.than twe-thirds (33) of the prefeetures had | 
ratios within plus or minus 10 percent of the national average, Only five prefee- 
tural ratios were more than 10 percent above the all Japan. figure. The highest ra- — 
tio (86.9) was recorded by Kagoshima Prefecture and was 13 percent above the AVETAEC 
Bight prefectures recorded ratios more than 10 percent below the national figurcy; 
the lowest (62.7) in Nagasaki being 18 percent below, ma, 
The current bed occupancy ratio for tuberculosis sanatoria (92.4) was approxi- 
mately the same as last month (92.1), but more than 10 percent above the ratio

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DIGEST OF WEEKLY.EEPORT OF COMMUNICABLE DISEASES 
“IN JAPAN FOR THE WEEK ENDED 19 AUGUST 1950 


Giing the thirty-third week, ended 19 August 1950, there were 20,976 cases of 


_ the 31 communicable diseases (exclusive of the four venereal diseases) compared with 


22,767 cases reported for the same diseases last week. Some corrections were re= 
ceived this week for preceding weeks in the current year. Totals for eleven di- . 
seases (diphtheria, typhoid fever, paratyphoid fever, measles, whooping cough, tum | 
berculosis, pneumonia, poliomyelitis, tetanus, leprosy, and infectious diarrhea) ~ 
were lower this week than in either last week or the thirty=-third week of last 
year, while totals for four others (Japanese "B" encephalitis, scarlet fever, epi- 
demic meningitis, and trachoma) were higher currently, No cases of smallpox, yee 
fever, cholera, plague, yellow fever glanders, or dengue fever were reported ‘ 
either this week, last week, or in the thirty-third week of last year. There was © 
one rabies case in each of those three weeks. Present totals for five diseases 
(dysentery, malaria, influenza, puerperal infection, and anthrax) fell between 
those reported for the other two periods. Cases for tsutsugamushi disease were low 
wer and schistosomiasis and filariasis higher then in the preceding week, Data fom 
eee last three diseases are not available prior to the current year. 


‘There were 110 cases of diphtheria this week compared with 115 last week, a 
decrease of 4 percent. The number of deaths (4) did not change. Present cases 
were 5 percent fewer than in the same week of last year (116) and nearly 20 percent 
below the corresponding 1948 total (136). About a third (16) of the prefectures 

reported fewer cases this week than last week, and approximately the same number ~ 
_ (15) had more cases. Of the remaining third (15), which did not change, six have» 
reported no cases for,two or morc weeks. Prefectural case figures currently range 
from zero in 11 instances to 9. The current and cumulative case rates were 7.1 and 
144. respectively. Corresponding death rates were 9.3 and 1. ze ‘

his ar IN JAPAN FOR THE WEEK ENDED 26 AUGUST 1950 


During the thirty-fourth week, ended 26 August 1950, there were 20,537 cases 
of the i31 communicable diseases (exclusive of the four venereal diseases) compared 
with 20,990 cases reported for the same diseases last week. Some corrections were _ 
received this week for preceding weeks in the current year. Totéls for six diseases 
(Japanese "B" encephalitis, scarlet fever, tuberculosis, influenza, tetanus, and . 
infectious diarrhea) were higher this week than in either last week or the thirty- 
fourth week of last year, while totals for five others (measles, whooping cough, 

‘poliomyelitis, puerperal infection, and trachoma) were lower currently. No cases 
of smallpox, typhus fever, cholera, plague, yellow fever, glanders, or dengue fever 
‘were reported either this week, last week, or in the thirty-fourth week of last 
year. Cases of tsutsugamushi, schistosomiasis, and filariasis were all lower than — 
in the preceding week, Data for these diseases are not available prior to the cur-__ 
rent year.

There were 122 cases of diphtheria reported this week compared with 110 cases _ 
last week, an increase of 11 percent.
